“ I believe that when the com 
mission adopted the rule, they 
did not think it would involve 
as much money as it has turned 
out to," Biddinger said 


He noted that the vote in ta- 
vor of the policy had not been 
unanimous, with former PSC 
Chairman W. W. Hill Jr. and 
Powers in favor of it and Com 
missioner David Allen against 
it With Wallace on in place ot 
Hill, the vote could be reversed, 
Biddinger specula tint

The su p erin te n d e n t s ta te d 
that in almost every category of 
consumption, water usage has 
dropped in Rushville. In Oc­ 
tober of 1973, the percentage of 
customers on the minimum rate 
(350 cubic feet and under) was 
33 per cent 
In June of 1974, 
that had increased to 36 per 
cent Those using from 350 to 
1.000 cubic feet rose from 45 per 
cent to 47 per cent in the same 
time period. The consumption in 
all other categories has drop­ 
ped, he stated. In the 1,000 to 
2.000 cubic feet category, there 
was a drop from 16 per cent to 
13 per cent; 2,00u to 6,000 cubic 
feet users dropped from 4 per 
cent to 3 per cent, while those 
using from 6,000 to 1,300 fell 
from I per cent to two-fifths per 
cent. The next, category of those 
using from 1300-2500 cubic feet 
dropped from 14 per cent to one- 
fifth per cent, and the largest 
consumers, using 2,500 cubic 
feet or more, dropped from 34 
per cent to two-fifths per cent.

RUSSIA AND RELIGION 
Peroras in this country who 
tend to view Russian society 
through rose-colored glasses, 
w'ould do well to listen to the 
words of a Russian Orthodix 
priest on what a lack of religion 
has done to life in the Soviet 
Union. 
“Our state has taken away 
belief in resurrection from the 
dead, and we have seen a 
consequent growth in crime and 
immorality, because people 
have been taught to live only for 
today," said Father 
Dmitri 
Dudko in a sermon earlier this 
year in his Moscow church. 
On another occasion, as 
reported by the Washington 
Post foreign news service, 
Father Dmitri said that militant 
atheism as promulgated by 
Soviet officials, “has destroyed 
human relations, turned friends 
into enemies and led us into a 
morass. Only the church can 
restore us to normal life.” 
Father Dmitri, 
amazingly, 
was able to conduct nine dif­ 
ferent parish meetings during 
the past winter and spring in 
which he criticized conditions in 


Soviet society in sim ilarly 
strong language. Hope for the 
future of religion was also ex­ 
pressed by the priest , however, 
who said that religious revival 
is 
underway 
in 
Russia, 
“especially among the young.” 
“People are tired of atheistic 
propaga nda, ’ ’ Fa the r Dmitri 
said in another sermon. ‘Books 
on atheism lie unsold in the 
bookshops in piles, but I think 
wre all know' what scenes there 
would be if they ever put Bibles 
on sale. Young people keep 
asking me, where can 1 get a 
Bible? There just aren't any. . . 
“In the West they have all 
these things, all they want, but 
religion is still only a superficial 
thing there. 
Here we have 
nothing, but religion is growing 
stronger 
and 
stronger 
. . .religion is only strong when 
it must bear a cross.” 
Although church authorities 
recently ordered him to move to 
a rural parish against his will, 
Father Dmitri’s words stood 
both as a testament to his 
courage and as a condemnation 
of a society without God.

Senate Shoots Down 
‘No Knock’ Drug Law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate 
Thursday 
voted 
to 
deprive federal agents of the 
power to make “ no knock” 
raids on suspected drug dea­ 
lers. 
It also voted overwhelmingly 
for an amendment to cut off 
military and economic aid to 
any country that grows opium 
that 
illegally 
reaches 
U.S. 
markets. 
The move was clearly aimed 
at Turkey, which recently lifted 
a ban on the growing of poppies 
from which, opium and heroin 
are derived. 
The controversial “no knock” 
law enacted four years ago 
empowered federal narcotics 
agents and District of Columbia 
police to obtain warrants to 
break forcibly into a. suspect’s 
home or office without announc­ 
ing themselves. 


An amendment repealing the 
authority passed, 64 to 31, as 
part of a measure extending 
the life of the Drug Enforce­ 
ment Administration for five 
years. 


The legislation was sent to 
the House. 


The antiopium amendment 
was sponsored by Sens. Walter 
Móndale, D-Minn,, and James 
Buckley, R-N.Y., and passed 81- 
8 .
